UNITED STATES’ REPLY 
DELIVERED TO JAPAN 


Both Governments Agree to 
Withhold Correspondence 
From the Public—National 


Pride of Japan Deeply Hurt. 


Washington, May 19.-—Secretary Bry- 
an late today handed Ambassador 
Chinda the reply of the United States 
government to the Japanese protest 
@zainst the California allen land legis- 
lation. The ambassador immediately 
cabled it to Tokio. No intimation as 
to the nature of the reply was given 
out. 

Upon through press dis- 
patches that Governor Johnson had 
signed the Webb land act, Secretary 
Bryan telephoned Viscount Chinda and 
invited him to come to the state de- 
partment to receive the reply which 
he had been anxiously awaiting since 
the presentation of his own note, 
May %. 

Bryan and OChinda Confer. 

When ‘the answer had been deliv- 
ered, the secretary and the ambassa- 
dor conferred earnestly for an hour 
regarding‘ the general aspect of the 
problem. Of course opinions expressed 
were tentative, as for his part the am- 
bassador felt that he must be guided 
entirely by the directions of the for- 
eign office at Tokio, and he could only 
surmise what might be the attitude 
of the officials at home. Meanwhile 
it was understood that both the Jap- 
anse protest and the state department’s 
answer would be withheld from publi- 
cation for the present at least, on the 
gZround that it would be injudicious to 
submit the delicate questions at issue 
to heated discussion in the newspapers 
and at possible mass meetings. The 
negotiations between the two govern- 
ments are expected to proceed in regu- 
lar fashion, without further reference 
to what takes place in California. 

Viscount Chinda dispatched the 
state department’s reply to his govern- 
ment, and it is assumed that several 
days may elanse before the next step 
is taken. 

In view of the understanding be- 
tween the two governments regarding 
withholding of the correspondence 
from publicity none of the officials at 
the white house, the state department 
or the Japanese embassy cared to indi- 
cate the nature of the Japanese objec- 
tions or of Secretary Brvan’s reply. 

Real Weight of Objection. 

From other sources, however, it was 
gathered that while the Japanese al- 
lewe technical violations of the treaty 
of 1911 by the California law these re- 
late to minor provisions, such as that 
prohibiting Japanese from inheriting 
property in California. The real 
weight of objection is against the 
spirit the whole legislation which 
is regarded as distinctly discrimina- 
tory against the Japanese. The spirit 
of the convention as well as the gen- 
eral principles of international law 
are regarded by Japan as outraged by 
this act. The fact that the United 
States has entered into treaty rela- 
tions with Japan is cited as an admis- 
sion af equality. 

In his answer Secretary Bryan is 
understood to have recounted at 
length efforts made by the administra- 
tion to guard against an infringement 
of the treuty rights of the Japanese. 
Officials here believe that this sub 
stantially has been accomplished and 
that at any rate, if the Japanese gov- 
ernment takes a contrary view, it will 
be an easy matter for it to test the 
matter in American courts. This is 
pointed out to seem to remove the 
issue from one of treaty construc- 
tion, if the state department’s view 
is correct, to the broad field in- 
ternational law. 

Japan's Pride Hurt. 

It is realized here that the Japan- 
ese government is not much concerned 
about the exclusion of its subjects 
from America, for they are much need- 
ed in Manchuria, Corea and Formosa. 
Underlying the whole objection, it is 
said, is the intense national pride of 
the Japanese, which has been touched 
to the quick by the general develop- 
ment of anti-Japanese feeling on the 
Pacific coast. Official circles realize 
that the negotiations from this point 
forward must be conducted with ex- 
treme caution, but there is a general 
conviction that an amicable solution 
of the problems involved eventually 
will be reached. 

Secretary Bryan said today he haa 
not communicated with Governor 
Johnson since the receipt of the gov- 
ernor’s long message explaining his

VESUVIUS IS TORN 
BY QWN TORPEDO 


Dynamite Cruiser Launches 
Whitehead Missile, But It 
Returns Like Boomerang. 
Beached to Save Crew. 


Newport, R. I, May 19.—The tor- 
pedo boat Vesuvius was struck by one 
of its own torpedoes late today and 
was beached on Hope Island, Narra- 
gsanset Bay. when the lives of those 
on board seemed imperiled by the 
water which rushed in through a hole 
astern. 

The beaching of the Vesuvius was 
safely accomplished by Chief Gunner 
Thomas Smith, the commanding of- 
ficer. Besides the regular crew, fifty 
geamen gunners were on board. 

Late tonight the Vesuvius worked 
herself off the beach and proceeded. to 
the torpedo station under her own 
steam. 

The Vesuvius, which as a dynamite 
eruiser was famous as one of the first 
vessels of the “new navy,’ was being 
used for torpedo instruction in Nar- 
raganset Bay. As a practice White- 
head torpedo left her side the mech- 
anism went awry in some manner not 
wet determined. The torpedo turned 
like a boomerang and crashed int» 
the Vesuvius astern below the water 
gashing a two-inch hole. Ham- 
mocks, blankets and other matertal 
were used in trying to patch up the 
Hole. But the Vesuvius began to set- 
tle astern and a call for help was 
sent out by wireless.

With But One Vote in Nega- 
tive Council Adpoted Reso- 
lution of Street Committee 
Monday Afternoon. 


Council approved the Whitehall 
grading project yesterday afternoon 
when it adopted the resolution of the 
street committee fixing the grades for 
Whitehall and the intersecting cross- 
ings. 

Councilman Orville H. Hall, chair- 
man of the street committee, who has 
given considerable attention to the 
project, made a strong plea urging 


that work will not be delayed. 

Although the work will cost in the 
neighborhood of $120,000, to be paid in 
three years, council has been asked to 
favor the apportionment of only $47,- 
®°48 in the June sheet to pay the city’s 
share. The work will start in Octo- 
ber if the finance committee carries 
out the recommendations of council 
and the street committee. 

The project has more support in the 
general council than any other simi- 
lar improvement taken up in years. 
Only one member protested. Council- 
man Claude C. Mason called attention 
to the fact that more than 50 per cent 
of the frontage on Whitehall favors 
the improvement, and have waived 
claims for damages. Alderman James 
R. Nutting said that council should 
give unanimous approved to the work. 
Judge John 8S. Candler said that he 
favors the project. 

Other members of council who vigor- 
ously opposed delaying the work were 
Councilmen Smith, Greer and Mason 
and Aldermen Maddox and Ragsdale.

INSPIRATION OF BIBLE

Charges Are Also. Made That 
Pantheism Is Taught at the 
Institution — Dr. John R. 
Davies, of Philadelphia, 
Makes Similar Charges 
Against the Graduates. 


When charges of “pantheism” and 
“Hindoo philosophy” were hurled Mon- 
Gay afternoon at the Union Théeologi- 
cal seminary—one .of the oldest and 
wealthiest of America’s Christian 
schools of theology—a sensation was 
sprung in'the assembly of the U. 8S, A. 
Presbyterian church that has seen few 
parallels in the history of denomina- 
tional conventions. 

A gray-haired man stood upon the 
stage, and his hand shook and his 
body was tense with emotion as he ut- 
tered his scathing attack on the sem- 
inary. He was Dr. F. C. Monfort, 
one of the most influential editors of 
the Northern Presbyterian church— 
being editor of The Herald and Pres- 
of Cincinnati. 

Monfort had been given the 
present his minority report, 
differing with the report of the Union 
Theological seminary committee, 
which had just been given by Dr. 
David G. Wylie, of New York city. 
Telling in detail the necessity for 
making a minority report, Dr. Monfort 
outlined his charges against the sem-. 
inary, and half a dozen times during 
is address applause broke forth frous 
the crowded audtfence. 

Assembly Dazed by Charge. 

Just at the close of his address 
Dr. Monfort drew himself up to his 
full height and declared, “Here is a 
Hindoo philosophy in a modern the- 
ological school—shall we allow this 
to continue!” 

For a moment the throng of Pres- 
byterian commissiomers seemed dazed 
at the suddenness of the charge, and 
as Dr. Monofort brought his words to 
an end there was a stillness, as folks 
just looked at each other in amaze- 
n.ent. But as the veteran of many 
assemblies turned to leave the plat- 
form the whole audience broke into 
thunderous applause, and Moderator 
John Timothy Stone pounded on his 
gavel thirteen times before he suc- 
ceeded in getting the assembly quiet. 
. Prior to his final charge of “Hin- 
d«t:oism,”. Dr. Monfort had declared 
that the teachings of the seminary 
were opposed in many respects to the 
belief of the Presbyterian church, and 
that preachers are being turned out 
who do not believe in the inspiration 
of the Bible or the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. 

' Don’t Believe Resurrection. 

Dr. John R. Davies, of' Philadelphia, 
who presented minority report No. 1 
before the assembly, 
charge as Dr. Monfort as to the belief 
of many graduates. He sald that the 
presbytery of New York, and other 
presbyteries had licensed and ordained 
graduates of the Union Theological 
seminary who did not believe in the in- 
fallibility of the Bible or the resur- 
rection. 

These three reports which were pre-‘* 
sented Monday afternoon will form the 
basis of one of the most intense dis- 
cussions of the 1913 assembly when 
the subject is thrown open for debate 
at 11 a. m. 

Dr. Wylie, pastor of the famous 
Scotch church, in New York, in pre- 
senting the majority report, asked that 
the committee be continued until 1914, 
for a final report then. Dr. Davies, 
who presented the minority report of 
himself, together with E. H. Perkins,

Sumption of relations befween 
the U. S. A. assemp y and the semi- 
nary is impossible under present con- 
ditions. 

So interested was the assembly in 
the question that the time of adjourn- 
ment was postponed till 6 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon in order.to give an op- 
portunity of an immediate defense to 
the president of the seminary—Dr. 
Francis Brown. He denied the charges 
of rationalism and Hindooism, and said 
that the seminary is conforming strict- 
ly to Christian and evangelical beliefs 
in teaching. 

He called attention at the outset of 
his address to the fact that the Union 
Theological seminary has not been 
called by the assembly to the bar to 
defend itself, as some people have 
gathered from the charges. There 
has been no official connection be- 
tween the seminary and the general 
assembly for a number of years, 
though the institution was originally 
founded in 1836 by Presbyterian men 
and money and so continued until 
1890. On account of so-called “lax 
theology” relations were broken off 
then. 

The present committee was appoint- 
ed in 1911 to confer with the directors 
and faculty of the seminary with a 
view of resuming relations. The ma- 
jority report of the committee tells 
ef a proposition to install a chair in 
the seminary of instruction in Presby- 
terian doctrine, but this was as’far as 
the committee had gotten toward a re- 
conciliation. 

“I want to emphasize the fact that 
this is not a Presbytérian seminary,” 
said President Brown. “Union Theo- 
logical seminary is a religious instl- 
tution, founded and maintained at the 
present time for the teaching of the 
ministry of Jesus Christ. We have 
many Methodists and Baptists In the 
institution, and we make no avowal of 
conformng to the Presbyterian faith. 
We have entered into this matter 
merely through the invitation of the 
assembly to a conference on the har- 
monizing of our relations, and we are 
not here in order to defend ourselves 
in a trial before this body.” 

When the subject came up as the 
special order of the day at 11 o’clock 
Tuesday morning the addresses will 
be limited to ten minutes each. While 
the discussion will be primarily on the 
three reports, as to which shall be fol- 
lowed, it is expected that there will be 
many brilliant speeches in defense of 
the seminary, or attacking it. 

Dr. William Adams' Brown, whose 
writings are quoted itn Dr. Monfort’s 
report as proof of heretical belief, is a 
commissioner to the mbly, and 
will probably make an address Tues- 
day. Dr. William Sloan C is said 
to be a staunch defender of semi- 
nary, and will also speak. The vote 
will be in order at 12: o’clock, the 
first vote being on the minority report 
of Dr. Monfort, the second on the mi- 
nority report of Dr. Davies and the 
third on the majority report.

Education Committee Reports. 

Presenting the report of the special 
educational committee, Dr. John Willis 
Baer, president of Occidental college, 
Los Angeles, made an interesting ad- 
dress at the afternoon session Mon- 
day. He made a plea for more ade- 
quate salaries in the Presyterian unl- 
versities. He was followed with ad- 
dresses by Dr. Richard C. Hughes, head 
of the wniversity work of the board of 
education of the U. 8S.

CHARM BIG AUDIENCE 


Singing of Negroes Proves the 
Feature of Fifth Mass Meet- 
ing of Presbyterians. 


In the same building where Caruso, 
a few weeks ago, as Grimaldo in La 
Giaconda, literally swept an audience 
off its feet by his soul-stirring arias, 
a negro man, singing the solo parts 


supported by a chorus of 200 
voices from Atlanta , Baptist colleze, 
took the Presbyterian assemblies by 
storm last night at theig. fifth mass 
meeting. 

By 8 p. m. fully 4,000 people had 
gathered in the auditorium. Rev. Dr. 
Ralph Atkinson, of Seattle, Wash, the 
musical director of the assemblies, 
mounted the platform, and announced 
that a hymn would be sung by the 
negro students. Five minutes later the 
gigantic audience burst into applause, 
which continued until six en cores 
had been sung. 

“I Want to Be a Christian,” “Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot,” and other old 
hymns of southern plentation davs 
rung from the building. Mordecai 
Johnson, of Paris, Tenn., a teacher in 
the college, sat on the top row of the 
right side gallery, and sang the s»lo 
parts in a deep tenor, of wonderful 
volume and tone. Time and again, in 
answer to the deafening applause, he 
started some old song familiar to the 
older southerners in the audience and 
a remirader of ante-bellum days. 

Rivalled Carusv’s Applaus. 

The speeches of the evening were de- 
voted to the negro problem, Rev. 
J. G Snedecor, Superintendent of Still- 
man Institute, Tuscaloosa, <Ala., pre- 
sided over the meeting, and in sneak- 
ing of the work of the Presbyter- 
ian churches, said: “Our work is 
unslefish, we lack the inspiration of 
denomirational pride.” 

Dr. Edward P. Cowan, 
Freedman’s board, Pittsburg, Pa., 
of “Fifty years of educational missions 
among the negroes.” One of his stronz- 
est points made was that “fifty years 
azo only five per cent of the negro 
population could read. Today 69 and 
a half both read and write.”

Protest Against Underwood 
Revision Measure From All 
Quarters—They Object to 
Administrative Features. 


Washington, May 19.—While dem- 


ccratic senators are wrestling with 
home manufacturers, protesting 
against numerous rates in the Under- 
wood bill, they are confronted also 
by protests from foreign countries 
42ainst administrative features of the 
bill, and the provision that would 
frant a 5 per cent reduction of the 
duty on imports in American bot- 
toms. 

Protests from England, Germany, 
France, Italy, Australia and other 
countries have been sent to the state 
department and communicated to the 
finance committee, where they will 
first be considered py a* subcommit- 
tee Of which Senator Williams is 
chairman. 

Attention of the committee has been 
called to a meeting of the National 
Association of Industry and Com- 
merce, of France, a few days ago, at 
which the Underwood bill was con- 
demned, the administrative features of 
which, it was claimed, would aprbi- 
traily increase the hindrances to. trad- 
ing with this country. 

Protests From Many Countries. 

From many countries have come 
protests against that new provision 
in the bill, which would give the sec- 
retary of the treasury authority to 
exclude from entry goods of mer- 
chants or manufacturers who refuse 
tv submit for inspection by United 
States agents, their accounts pertain- 
ing to valuatons or classification of 
merchandise whenever disputes arise. 
The attitude of the committee and 
the administration is to adhere to this 
provision, the claim being that it will 
rot be abused, and will serve as a 
bar to professional defrauders. fFor- 
eign governments maintain that it 
will result in unusual trouble. 

One request of the foreign govern- 
ments is for a return to a provis- 
lor, of tariff laws before the Payne- 
Aldrich bill, which In cases of dis- 
puted valuation, would give the ap- 
praiser the right to Increase it 5 or 
i@ per cent. Such a provision was 
criginally included in the Payne-Ald- 
rich bill, but it was not there when 
the bill passed, the claim being that 
it was unintentionally omitted. Con- 
sideration of all tnese protests will 
be taken up by the finance commit- 
tee soon. 

‘Subcommittees today listened to 
protests from thread and wire manu- 
fscturers. Tomorrow the full finance 
committee will meet to determine, 
among other things, how much more 
time subcommittees shall give to pri- 
vate hearings. The matter of sending 
cut Senator LaFollette’s series of 
qvestions on tariff to manufacturers, 
also will be censidered. 

Sweeping Amendment Proposed. 

An amendment to the tariff bill, 
introduced today by Senator Kenyon, 
proposed that when any corporation 
or concern was adjudged a monopoly 
it should automatically go on the free 
list. Mr. Kenyon has kept that the 
finance committee may favorably con- 
sider the amendment, but if not he 
wi]l press it on the floor. 

The proposal has atmost unlimited 
possibilities for overturning sched- 
ules.

‘ALONZO LYNN SEEKS. 
NEW TRIAL FOR LIFE

This is the case in which Alonzo L. 

Lynn and his wife, Alice Lynn, were 


jointly indicted at the January term of 
the grand jury of the superior court 
of the Dublin diStrict, for conspiracy 
in the killing of F. M. Hightower, an 
aged Confederate Veteran, who was 
found dead@at the Lynn home in Lau- 
rens county, December 18, 1912. 

; At the trial of the case in the low- 
er court Mrs. Lynn admitted firing the 
shots that caused Higthtower’s death. 
Her plea was that the deceased made 
bahia ted proposals tv her. However, 
the counsel for the state argued: a 
conspiracy between Mr. Uynn and Alice 
Lynn. After being out almost five days 
the jury brougit in a verdict of guilty 
of murder with a recommendation for 
life imprisonment for Alonzo Lynn and 
freed his wife. Judge Hawkins gave 
Mr. Lynn the full sentence. Counsels 
New and Davis for Lynn immediately 
filed a motion for a new trial in the 
supreme court. ’ 

There were 21 grounds in the de- 
fense’s motion for a new trial, the 
main points being that the grand jury 
was sitting in unlawful session at the 
time the indictment was brought in, 
and the court erred in admitting un- 
lawful testimony, also, that the jury 
had absolutely no testimony upon which 
a verdict as made could possibly have 
been based. Counsel for plintiff argued 
the reverse, elting precepts from the 
code to substantiate their plea. 

An interesting incident in the mur- 
der of Hightower was the fact that 
an operative from the William J. Burns 
detective agency ferreted out the 
state’s evidence, C. W.. McCall, the 
Burns agent who worked on this mur- 
der for over three weeks’ used a dicta- 
graph machine, placed in Lynn’s cell, 
to get enough evidence to indict. 

The ruling in the Lynn case will be 
handed down after next opinion day, 
which is the middle of June.

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WHITENED SKELETON 
TELLS TRAGI TALE 


Mystery Surrounds Death and 
Identity of Paul 
Kirkland. 


Augusta, Ga. May 19.—(Special.)— 
Who is Paul Kirkland, of Sycamore, 
8. C., and how and when was he killed? 
His skeleton was found in the Salke- 
haichie swamp yesterday afternoon and 
tne authorities are trying to unravel 
the mystery, but with little success so 
far. 

The man has been dead at least six 
months say doctors who examined the 
pile of bones as they lay partially sub- 
merged in the mud. _ A letter found un- 
der the bones furnishes the only means 
of identification. 

The almost cleanly picked skeleton 
Was found by a wandering negro boy in 
the middle of the swamp, about 15 
miles from Hampton, 8. C., and about 
20 miles from Sycamore, where he prob- 
ably resided, according to the address 
of the letter found under the bones, 
The man had evidently attempted to 
cross a small stream of water on a 
-log, as his body was found directly 
under the log. 


Unknown in Sycamore. 

Paul Kirkland is unknown in Syca- 
more, aS inquiry developed yesterday. 
There is a family of Kirklands in Barn- 
well county, South Carolina, where Syc- 
amore is located, but members of that 
family say they know nothing of Paul 
Kirkland. 

Magistrate J. T. Murdock, acting as 
coroner, was notified and went to the 
Scene immediately afterwards with a 
jury. Under the bones wags found a 
weather-beaten pocketbook. In it were 
a letter from the W. W. Kimball Piano 
company, of Augusta, a few post cards 
and $6 in money. Physicians exam- 
ined the remains and stated the man 
had been dead six months, but thev 
could not say whether or not his death 
was a result of foul play. 

Verdict of Foul Play. 

The jury, however, returned a ver- 
dict that ‘“‘Paul Kirkland came to his 
death by violent means at the hands 
of parties unknown to this jury.” 

Supporting the belief that he died a 
horrible and lingering death is a sharp 
projection on the inside of the log, 
where a limb had evidently been brok- 
en off by a considerable force. It is 
believed that Kirkland struck either 
his head or his back on the projection 
as he fell, fatally wounding him, but 
not killing him instantly. It is con--. 
sidered improbable that he was killed 
outright by the fall, but that he was so 
badly injured he “was unable to rescue] t 
himself and died in the swamp, far 
from the beaten trails of civilization i.

THE WORLD AGAINST OPIUM. 

Among the greatest achievements of the 
twentieth century will be the phenomena] 
success of the war against the opium habit. 
The event is given emphasis by the meet- 
ing at The Hague next month of the inter- 
national opium conference. /Through the 
co-operation of the governments of the 
United States and the Netherlands, it is 
probable that representatives of thirty-four 
nations, covering practically all civilization, 
will be present with power to act. 

The most signal accomplishment of this 
crusade is, of course, the abolishment of 
opium from’China. Success would have 
been impossible had it not been for the 
determined activity of the Chinese govern- 
ment. It had to combat not only the 
national appetite, deep-implanted, but it was 
also faced by the troublesome economic 
feature. A host of Chinese lived and made 
fortunes by growing opium and dealing in it. 
England counted on China, moreover. as 
the market for ninety-nine hundredths of 
her opium crop. 

But the Chinese government went rigor- 
ously to work in full knowledge of the fact 
that the habit was undermining the nation. 
measured by the fact that 
today China is almost entirely free of the 
curse of the poppy. So earnest is the gov- 
ernment that only recently reports tell of 
the execution of both men and women for 
violating the edicts against cultivation and 
disposal of the drug. ‘ 

One of the drawbacks to completely 
driving opium trom China was the British 
trade. Even now opium to the value of 
$60,000,000 is in warehouses at Shanghai, 
barred from the empire, but representing a 
very large part of the wealth of many Anglo- 
Indian merchants. It is said that the forth- 
coming Hague conferences hopes to com- 
plete arrangements whereby Engjand will 
purchase this opium and thus remove one 
of the formidable obstacles to smooth prog- 
ress. : 

If the world can unite and tread under 
foot one noxious drug, why cannot it do the 
same with all others? The manner in 
which opium has been handled is illustra- 
tion of what the civilized nations can ac- 
eomplish once they set aside prejudice and 
imaginative distrust and put their hands 
to a common plow.

Ponderous Personages 
SOCRATES.

Socrates was a crank who lived about 
2,500 years ago when the climate was ex- 
ceedingly unhealthy for cranks. The coro- 
ner’s verdict @n Socrates was that he died 
of too many ideas. 

Socrates lived in Greece, which was about 
the only country worth Hving in in the 
fifth century B. C. He received a good 
Athens education which consisted at that 
time of athletics, sculpture and music, but 
instead of plying himself to business and 
producing his share of marble statues, he 
fritted away his time studying geometry, 
astronomy, Latin and other fads. He then 
married Xantippe, and soon afterwards be- 
gan to spend all his time on the street 
corners under the pretense of discussing im- 
portant subjects. But those who knew 
Xantippe’s temper and her skill in hurling 
the flatiron laughed coarsely at this excuse. 

Socrates was Hoplite for a while when 
a young man, but soon recovered or was 
released or failed of electlon—depending 
on what “Hoplite” was. Then he threw him- 
self into the teaching of philosophy and 
spent the rest of h’s life searching the dark 
and unfathomed chasms in the human un- 
derstanding of those days. His method of 
teaching was to loaf on the street corner 
until he got a crowd and then get his ad- 
mirers to ask him questions. Survivors of 
the free silver campaign of ‘96 will re- 
member how easy it is to do the questioner 
and the administration into a french twist 
by this method. 

Socrates Hved to the age of 70, acquir- 
ing a long curly beard and a reputation for 
being able to silence any one in Greece on 
any subject in a catch-as-catch-can debate. 
He disagreed with everything the Athenians 
believed in and even attempted to reform 
some of the old Gods. This aroused the fire 
of the republicans, who condemned him to 
death. However, he could have escaped on 
a technicality if he had not been so argu- 
mentative. But he took the ground that he 
was entitled to a pension instead of death 
and argued about it until the authorities

WHERE WAS 
CROMWELL BURIED? 


Macaulay, in his “History of England,” 
says, regarding Oliver Cromwell: “It has 
often been affirmed, but with little reason, 
that Oliver died at a time fortunate for 
his renown, and that, if his life had been 
prolonged it would probably have closed 
amid disgraces and disasters. It is certain 
that he was, to the last, honored by his sol- 
diers, obeyed by the whole population, and 
dreaded by all foreign powers: that he was 
laid among the ancient sovereigns of Enx- 
land with funeral pomp such as London had 
never before seen.’ Later on in the same 
volume the historian says: “The rapid de- 
composition of Cromwell’s corpse was as- 
cribed by many to a deadly potion adminis- 
tered in his medicine.” 

Macaulay doubts the poison theory. In 
spite of this there seems to have been some 
mystery in the suddenness of the death of 
the protector and still more so in the burial. 
Writers with a considerable amount of au- 
thority have affirmed that the Cromwell fu- 
neral in Westminster Abbey was a mock one 
and that Oliver was buried near his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Claypole, in Northamptonshire. ~ 

Shortly after Cromwell's death, it will be 
remembered, came the restoration, and ‘xz a 
mean revenge the body of Cromwell was 
torn from its sanctuary, together with 
that of Ireton and Bradshaw, two of his 
generals, and exposed upon the gallows at 
Tybpurn. An historian speaks of the bodies 
as the “odious carcasses.” Was the public 
able to recognize the countenance of a man 
who had been dead so many years? Was the 


body that was exposed at Tyburn that of 
Cromwell? Even Macaulay speaks of the 
“rapid decomposition of the corpse.” 3 

One writer contended Cromwell was bur- 
ied in the Thames, and Oldmixon Says “the 
deepest part of the Thames was selected.” 
Another writer says it was in Red Lion 
Square. He notes that when Cromwell died 
his body was partly embalmed by Bates, and 
immediately afterward buried—the question 
is—where? And that “the waxen effigy rep- 
resenting the body, during the subsequent 
lying in state and public funeral; which 
effigy was, in June 1660, hung out of the 
windows of Whitehill.” 

“The Complete 
was a great confidant of Cromwell, and 
presents some facts that seem reasonable. 
From this source it is learned that the 
friends of Cromwell, appreciating that there 
was likely to be a change in the ruling pow- 
ers, desired that his body should be deposit- 
ed in a greater place of safety than West- 
minster, and therefore selected the battlefield 
of Naseby. 

Barkstead, the lieutenant of the tower, 
was a great congdant of Cromwell. and 
among other of his confidants at the tiine 
of his illness desired to know where he 
would be buried. To this tnquiry the pro- 
tector answered: “Where I obtained the 
greatest victory and glory, and as nigh 
the spot as could be guessed where the heat 
of the action was.” 

Barkstead is thus quoted: “At midnight, 
soon after his death, thé body, being em- 
in a hearse conveyed in a leaden coffin. was 
in a hearse conveyed to the said field. That 
being come to the field they found about the 
midst of it a grave dug about nine feet deep, 
with the green sod carefully laid on one side 
and the mold on the other, in which the 
coffin being put, the ‘grave was instantly 
filled up, and the green sod laid exactly flat 
upon it, care being taken that the surplus 
mold should be clean removed. That soon 
after the like care was taken the ground 
was ploughed up, and it was sowed success- 
fully with corn.” 

Henry Lockinge, a curate of Naseby, in 
a paper entitled ‘Historical Gleanings on the 
Memorable Field of Naseby,” published in 
1830, says: “I have been able to adduce evi- 
dence, apparently satisfactory, which leaves 
the protector’s remains slumbering uncom- 
memorated, beneath the -turf of Naseby 
Field.”’ 

Thus it would seem that historians such 
as Macauley and others have been misin- 
formed regarding Cromwell's body ‘having 
been deposited in Westminster Abbey, and 
that a waxen effigy was used; but wherethe 
body of the great protector Tests no one can 
say with certainty.

Beating John Sherman in Matter of a 
Postmaster.

Benjamin Le Fevre, who for many years 
represented, as a democrat one of the Ohio 
districts in congress, gained the reputation 
of being the best-liked democrat, at least 
upOn the republican side of the house. He 
was a very intimate personal friend of James 
A. Garfield. When Garfield desired to secure 
democratic support in a marked measure 
all that was necessary for him to do was 
to commit the matter to Benjamin Le Fevre. 
On the other hand, when Le Fevre was anx- 
ious to secure some favor which the repub- 
licans could grant he had only to intimate 
to General Garfield what he wanted. 

After General Garfield became president 
the old intimacy between himself and Le 
Fevre was maintained. 
For this reason Le 
Fevre appealed with 
confidence one day to 
President Garfield for 
the reappointment of a 
postmaster in one of the 
larger towns in Le 
Fevre’s district. 

Le Fevre said to Gar- 
field: “John Sherman 
intends to appoint one 
of his followers post- 
master in one of the 
towns of my district, 
and I don’t want it 
done. The present post- 
master lost a leg in the 
war. He is a repub- 
Nean, pet “he ts @ 
mighty good fellow and 
he shouldn't be disturbed.” 

Garfield mused a moment and then said, 
“T don’t se how I can appoint a postmaster 
with Sherman protesting.” 

“Well,” said Le Fevre, “if you will re- 
appoint this postmaster today I think I can 
get George H. Pendleton, democratic sena- 
tor though he is, to agree to recommend 
that the senate approve the nomination.” 

“Well, what would John Sherman do 
about it?’ Garfield asked. 

“Oh, Sherman isn’t in the senate today. 
He is in Ohio and woOn’t be back until day 
after tomorrow.” 

“Well,” said Garfield, “if you can get 
George Pendleton to say that he will recom- 
mend the immediate confirmation of the re- 
appointment of this postmaster I will send 
the name to the senate today.” 

Le Fevre, shortly after General Garfield’s 
death, told a company of friends in my pres- 
ence just what happened after he left Presi- 
dent Garfield. “I suppost,’ said General Le 
Fevre, “that there have been cases when a 
democratic or a republican’ senator has 
warmly recommended the appointment to 
some office of a man of the opposite party, 
but I don't believe there is a case on record 
that parallels what George Pendleton did 
in a few weeks at the special session of the 
senate in 1861. General Garfield told me 
that if I could get Colonel Pendleton to 
agree to recommend the reappointment of 
a republican postmaster in one of the towns 
of my district he would send the appoint- 
ment to the senate, but it would have to 
be done while John Sherman was away in 
Ohio, because Sherman had another man for 
that place. 

, “I went straight from the White House 
to the capitol and I saw Senator Pendleton. 
I told him all about the postmaster. I said 
he was a republican and had lost a leg in 
the war. I said that John Sherman wanted 
to turn him out and get one of his own men 
appointed, but that Garfield had said that if 
Senator Pendleton would agree to recom- 
mend the confirmation of the appointment 
then the nomination would be sent to the 
senate, but the senate would have to act 
upon it before Sherman got back. 

“Well, George Pendleton acted like a 
man—he always did, for that matter. He 
told me that he would recommend to the 
senate immediately to confirm the appoint- 
ment, if it went into the senate that day. I 
communicated at once with Garfield and he 
sent the appointment to the senate. That 
afternoon the senate went into executive 
session. Pendleton made a beautiful speech.

The Executive Committee of 
Council of Reform Churches 


Recommend 
Co-Operation in Big Field. 


in America 


For the first time since the negro 
problem came into existence, the exe 
cutive committee of the council of 
the reformed churches in America 
which includes all branches of Presby- 
terian faith, has gone on record as 
recommending co-operation in work 
among the hegroes, 

Heretofore, except in rare instances, 
each reformed church or Presbyterian 
church, has had its own mission in 
a certain field, no matter how many 
other missions of a different Presby- 
terian church there might be. 

But after hearing Dr. J. S. Lyons, 
of Louisville, Ky., moderator of the 
southern Presbyterian assembly, plead 
for co-operation in negro work, the 
executive committee of the council, 
which is in Atlanta at the present 
time, called a hurried session after 
the mass meeting in the auditorium. 
and went on record as urging this 
work of co-operation. 

Great Move for Co-operation. 
for co-operation among the churches 
for cooperation among the churches 
of any faith for work among the ne- 
Broes, or any other race, in the his- 
tory of the world,” said Dr. -W. J. 
Darby, of Evansville, Ind., and secre- 
t®ry of the council, 

“Every assembly being held here at 
the present time is a member of this 
council, and we urge that they adopt 
out recommendations this morning. It 
will mean that there will be no more 
overlapping in our negro mission 
work, and it may lead to co-operation 
in other lines. It Is certainly the 
greatest thing which the council has 
ever done.” 

The question of adopting this reso- 
lution will come up this morning in 
the three assemblies, it is thought, 
and there will be very little doubt 
of its failing to pass, it is said.

[In another instance, it is alleged, 
he either fadled to deliver the policies 
after taking the applications with 
payment in check or notes, or gave a 
poilcy for one year's insurance, col- 
lecting for three annual premiums. 

Many Notes Out. 

Two business men who secured in- 
Surance from him and gave notes are 
advertising that the notes were given 
without ‘valuable aonsideration, and 
warn the public against trading for 
them. Banks here have bought and 
discounted heavily nwmibers of notes 
Gn go00d men made to J. €. Moore. It 
is known that there are scores of 
these notes. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that Moore secured from busi- 
ness men of Athens from $40,000 to 
$60,000 in notes in this manner. 

The officials of the Mutual Life, of 
New York are here today and have 
been in conference with the solicitor 
general, anxigus to locate Moore. They 
state that they will protect all just 
claims and will not let their policy- 
holders suffer.

Surrounded by a corps of physicians 
and skilled nurses, Walker is today 
making a desperate fight for life, and 
for the first time the doctors are ad: 
mitting that he has a chance for life. 

And the fact that he is alive today 
is due to a telegraphic suggestion from 
a young woman—a nurse in Johns 
Hopkins hospital—that a remedy of 
flax seed and olive oil might save the 
fast ebbing life of the dying man, as 
it had her own when she had been in 
a similar condition. If he lives, 
Walker will owe his life to a young 
woman of whose existence he was not 
even aware—a person whom he woull 
not know were he to meet her face 
to face. 

Suggestions as to ‘the relief of the 
unfortunate man have been coming in 
from all parts of the country, and

Nothing that has happened in years 
in Macon has so deeply stirred the city 
as the brave manner in which the 
wealthy and popular young business 
man has prepared to meet the fate 
which the doctors had assured him was 
a matter of only a day or so at the 
most. Universally liked, controlling 
property worth 700,000 or more, blessed 
with a loving wife and children, and a 
man full of life and energy, he has 
born up under the excruciating pain 
with the greatest fortitude—cheering 
his friends instead of making it neces- 
sary for them to comfort him 

The friends knew him a few days 
ago as the picture of health, and a 
perfect specimen of manhood, can 
hardly realize that following his tragic 
error in taking bichloride of mercury 
tablets instead of the headache medi- 
cine he thought he was swallowing, 
he has been doomed to death, and that, 
although hope is now expressed for 
his recovery, he is even yet standing 
upon the brink of eternity. 

Winds Up His Business Affairs. 

Walker’s first thought when told by 
the doctors that death was sure to re- 
sult from his mistaken dose, was of 
his business; his second of his friends. 
He immediately sent for his business 
associates, and in a short while had 
given definite instructions concerning 
the final disposition of all ‘his affairs. 

Following the winding up of his 
business, he called in his friends, an- 
nounced his doom and gave them one 
and all a cheerful farewell. 

His cool nerve during the strain of 
the last forty-eight hours has been 
the cause of comment upon the days 
when, as a star athlete for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, he time and again 
demonstrated the fact that he was pos- 
sessed of an indomitable spirit that 
held him up when his team mates were 
breaking in their support. 

Reports from the house at an early 
this morning indicate that the hope 
for recovery is slowly, but steadily, 
growing stronger. 

Mrs. Walker is making a ght that 
is the wonder of her friends. Im her 
husband’s company she has been ever 
brave and cheerful. Not once has she 
presented anything but a courageous 
front.
